Mr. Rhodes, who has had wide ex- 
perience with egg marketing in the 
West, states that at this season of 
the year the eggs which grade Sec- 
onds and bring low returns to pro- 
«ueers are comprised chiefly of a 
dirty and soiled product. The elimin- 
ation of these dirty eggs, which is 
quite pessible by proper care and 
management of the flock, would mean 
a much greater revenue.

Sufficlent it is to say that probably no 
other organization in the world’s history has a finer record of achievement, 
or so completely commands the confidence and support of all peoples. The 
Red Cross flag and insignia is known and respected everywhere as a sign 
of absolute neutrality among warring nations, and the highest standard of 
self-sacrificing service to all suffering humanity. 

Originated for service to the sick and wounded of armies in time of war, 
its amazingly efficient organization and outstanding service during the Great 
War so impressed the statesmen of the world confronted with all the diffi- 


culties of after-the-war reconstruction of a well-nigh bankrupt civilization, |

Swedish Market Gardeners Grow

Country and has created an atmos- 
phere of antagonism toward immigra- 
tion to Canada, It is all over the 
country from one end to the other,” 
continued Mr. Langley. it was only 
through a recognition of the facts 
that the blockade could be removed 
as the displacement of British doctors 


did not meet with British public ap- 
proval. 
“You have to clear away this an- 


tagonism in the Old Country," he de- 
elared. Roster doctors shouki be used 
in conjunction with Canadian doctors 
at British 
ports. 

Mr. Langley recounted his experi- 
ence as a member last year of the 
Canadian farmers’ tour of the British 
Isles. He was somewhat eritical of 
the 3,000 family settlement scheme. 
The feeling in the Old Country, Mr. 
Langley stated, was that the scheme 
retarded the obtaining of the more 
desirable type of British immigrants 
such as the young single men. 

Passage fares were soo high, Mr. 
Langley commented, Efforts toward 
a reduction in ocean passage should 
be made by the government.

GREAT BRITAIN 
IS ANXIOUS 10 
OUTLAW WAR 


London. Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
secretary of the foreign oflive, speak- 
ing in the House of Commons con- 
cerning the Kellogg outlawry of war 
proposals, said that the British gov- 
ernment not only warmly welcomed 
the initiative of the U.S, but was 
hopeful it would be successfully con-| 
cluded, and would make a real con-| 
tribution to world peace. 

Sir Austen’s statement followed re- 
marks by Ramsay MacDonald, the 
Labor leaedr, Who supported the Kel- 
logg proposals, 

“Our attitude toward this note is 
going to have a very considerable 
influence in *Anglo-American rela- 
tions,” Mr, MacDonald said, “Nobody | 
who has been in America recently or 
who has followed the American press 
will deny that these relations are not} 
quite so good as they ought to be.” 

Sir Austen said he would proceed 
in the ordinary diplomatic channels) 
in treating on the proposals, al- 
though he had at first favored sub-) 
mitting the matter to a conference 
of international jurists, as the case 
of the Locarno pact.
